CRRC Hidden Treasures

The California Regional Resource
Centers have a wealth of information
and resources that can be accessed
by visiting the centers. Here are a
few of the “hidden treasures” at the
centers:

Baldwin Park: The Baldwin Park Re-
gional Resource Center has an ex-
tensive collection of board games de-
signed for the ESL classroom. Our
staff has made laminated class sets
of thirty games and there are enough
sets for five teachers to use at one
time. Some games include: bingo,
concentration, conversation, and tick-
tack-toe. The themes cover foods,
clothing, occupations, personal info,
and holidays. Some are
reproducibles from textbooks and
some are original ideas created by
our teachers. They are keptin a cat-
egorized file in sturdy plastic folders
for protection and are available for
one-week check out period. ESL
teachers use them in their lessons to
enable the students to practice what
they have learned. We encourage
our regional members to come and
take a look at these games that are
not only challenging but fun too!

Los Angeles: The LARRC has a
new strawberry iMac computer avail-
able to teachers for hands-on prac-
tice. Callto schedule an appointment
at 213-483-5256. Anybody interested
in the “Magnetic Way” can check it
out here and give it a try. This is a

great visual aid. We also have a full
CASAS matrix for all who will be work-
ing on those important point gains!
We have two complete cabinets of life
skills materials ready and waiting.

San Jose: The Metropolitan Adult
Education Program (MAEP) Regional
Resource Center has four new
offerings:

1. READ ALOUD NOW-this adult
literacy video is an excellent tool to
show the importance and the way of
reading to children beginning with in-
fants. It is appropriate for low
literacy audiences and is 13 minutes
long.

2. ENTER HERE- this is a set of 100
videos that introduce different careers
at the entry level and show how a per-
son can progress to higher levels in
that career. It is good for all levels
and are 10 minutes each.

3. TEACHING ADULTS:AN ESL
RESOURCE BOOK-This is truly a
wonderful acquisition on adult learn-
ing styles, cross-cultural issues, as
well as very practical teaching tech-
niques and activities.

4. OXFORD PICTURE DICTIONARY
WITH BEGINNING AND INTERME-
DIATE WORKBOOKS-This is an ex-
cellent resource to use alone or to
complement other core materials.

SDI CONTINUES TO DEVELOP ONLINE TRAINING

The Staff Development Institute con-
tinues to develop online training for
adult education educators who are
seeking ways to serve their adult
learners and enhance their current
administrative skills. This form of pro-
fessional development is available on
the Internet and is designed to be
self-directed and self-paced.

Currently, the SDI website is hosting
Introducing Family Literacy to Adult
Learners. This teacher training online
is experiencing a resurgence of in-
terest due to the new challenges and
requirements of the Adult Education
and Family Literacy Act.

Software Evaluation is another online
training that is currently being de-
signed. This training will lay out a plan
on how best to determine an effec-
tive method for choosing software in
an educational setting. Selection of

appropriate software and various spe-
cific components are discussed along
with hardware requirements. Addi-
tional topics discussed are: problems
with checklists, use of reliable assess-
ments, how to purchase the software,
avoiding common evaluation prob-
lems, and making recommendations.

Fiscal Management for Adult Admin-
istrators will be the next challenge for
SDI. Designed and developed with
the assistance of Paul Belomy, admin-
istrative training consultant, this online
training will guide new and aspiring
administrators through the maze of
paperwork and legal requirements
necessary to operate an adult school
program. This is an opportunity to
gain information when time and fund-
ing is not available to attend work-
shops and conferences on this aspect
of adult education.
